afford thought for an article as long as a 
telegraph pole. His corpse is to-day 
a terrible and concentrated illustration 
of the absolute rottenness of the politi- 
cal system in Bntte, with its collateral 
ramifications. The diabolical custom 
of "treating" is the great battery from 
which extend the political wires by 
which conventions and campaigns are 
"run" 
in Butte. None but gold and 


silver metal can supply the force for the 
successful operation of these wires. The 
man who, with the most reckless disre- 
gard of hU own interests, can supply 
this battery with motive power, is one 
to succeed in his political aspirations. 
The more open-hearUd, generous and 
charitable the man, the more certain he 
is to be selected as the man to supply 
the coin for the damnable working of 
these political wires. For several years 
Peachy has supplied all that he could 
earn—from one thousand to three thou- 
sand a year, and all that he could bor- 
row from his many friends, who were- 
nnfortnnatelr? for all, ever willing to 
lend. Peachy, though most culpable, 
is not wholly to blarne for the prodigal- 
ity of hislife. Tbesystem of campaign- 
ing, which encourages, in fact necessi- 
tates, a campaign of debauch, is equally 
to blame. It is entirely iniqnitoas. 
Both parties nominate their candidates, 
and tu» carnival is inaagnrated with 
brass bands, bonfires and a most in- 
glorious drunk.

career, occupy a seat in the United 
States Senate, which we would not ex- 
change for ft deed to the best forty-acre 
lot in heaven. Bat before we would 
honey-fuddle the voters, put up primar- 
ies, buy delegates—with whiskey or 
money—lick the feet of beer-gazzlers 
and kneel to "bar-room politicians," 
we would see the country damned. If 
a halt isn't called, we shall nil b< 
damue'l finally, and the sooner the bet 
ter. When a man gets into ft county 
office if he isn't a true man, he finds 
himself iu a whirlpool—a perfect suck- 
hole of expense, which drams hispurae, 
starves Ins family, ruins his credit and 
ends his career either in poverty, in a 
foreign clime, or in the grave of a sui- 
cide. Few officers in Butts have any- 
thing to show for their highly-paid la- 
bois. Our social and political systems 
are festering carcasses, and it remains 
for the people to purify them by infus- 
ing principle, purity, truth .and other 
God-given qualities that combine to 
make the true man. 


Peachy was ft good-hearted man, with 


noble instincts at first, but these sys- 
tems have compassed his everlasting 
ruin. It is doing likewise for others.
